The results from various places were 
somewhat disappointing to those who 
ape in the habit of killing about a 
hundred or more ducks on this parti¬ 
cular opening day, but the sport was 
generally fair and everybody at least 
got a few for their own use and some 
for their intimate friends. The “Big 
Lake”to the east of High River began 
to take on life Sunday afternoon and 
from that time on until four o’clock 
in the morning was quite an animated 
place and at daybreak the rattle of the 
guns from all directions proved that 
more than the usual crowds were in 
evidence. The best shooting, however, 
was experienced in the morning and 
by noon many had retired for the day 
and did not .re-appear for the mining 
shooting, which was not good. We 
will estimate that about ten ducks per 
man will be a good average for the 
day, and this is sufficient to satisfy a 
good sportsman who is not in the hab¬ 
it of shooting for the market. It is 
predicted that there will be better 
sport and a better quality of ducks a 
little later when the birds have had 
an opjgb^tunity to reflect the grain¬ 
feeding' which is now their chief food 
and^yhich will soon put them into 
fine condition.

Queenstown district threshing is al¬ 
most through with, and the work in 
the Reid Hill district is completed. 
The weather during the past week 
has been ideal for the purpose. There 
have been frosts on one or two nights 
but they were not extensive and only 
here and there does it show on the po¬ 
tatoes. 

The yields from the threshing, while 
nothing great are not so good as was 
at first expected. The same holds good 
for the crops generally over the south 
of the province. 

Reports received at the department 
of agriculture at Edmonton during 
the past week show harvesting general 
throughout the whole province. Cutt¬ 
ing has revealed surprises in many dis 
tricts. While little was expected a 
fair crop has been reaped. Reports 
from the Peace River country are par¬ 
ticularly optimistic and should the 
weather be favorable they are assur¬ 
ed of a splendid harvest. The weather 
has been somewhat irregular; in some 
localities considerable rain has fallen. 
Feed has improved and the outlook for 
the livestock problem is encouraging. 

There is still a shortage of farm 
help in many districts although a num 
ber of men have been secured from the 
east during the past week. We still 
need more but these may be expected 
from the northern States as cutting is 
now completed in those districts that 
formerly supplied us with harvest 
help. 


There have been a number of chan¬ 
ges in the school act regarding child¬ 
ren attending school,and in view of the 
Act most of the schools in this prov¬ 
ince opened for the fall term this 
week, the following will be of interest 
to our readers: 

Hereafter it isnecessary that all 
children at.‘end school till they are 15 
years of age, and this applies whether 
the pupil has passed Grade Vlllex- 
atnination or not. Formerly it was 
necessary to attend school only till the 
age of 14, and pupils who had passed 
the Grade VIII examination were ex¬ 
empt from 'further attendance. Ano¬ 
ther change requires that children 
whose services are required at home 
must obtain a certificate exempting 
them from school attendance, anil this 
certificate can be granted only for six 
weeks of any school term. Parents 
who desire their children to assist in 
work at home, thus preventing their 
attendance at school should apply to 
the teacher at once so that the case 
may be investigated.

Optimism is in the same category as 
virtue in that it is its own reward, 
surely the optimistic amongst us are 
quite contented this year when they 
behold the results of restraint from 
indulging in dour prognostications re¬ 
garding the outcome of the harvesting 
According to the pessimist of June we 
were not going to get a thing. His 
cheery opponent, the optimist, took a 
bright view of the situation and arg¬ 
ued—heaven only knows why, for 
everything was against him—that we 
would have some crops after all was 
said and done, and he is proud to be 
in the right. 

The most inspiring tonic these days 
is to take a joiirney through the coun¬ 
try and see the crops waiting for the 
threshing. One knows, of course, that 
the stooks are thinner than they might 
be, but the question is, is there any 
other spot on earth that could raise so 
good an average crop under the same 
conditions of drought? One would 
have to go a long way to find it. Then, 
no doubt, they would fail. For a dry 
year as it has been, with high winds, 
it has been unable to do us out of a 
crop; light it may be, but a crop never 
theless. When we come to take every¬ 
thing into consideration this year is 
one of the best advertisements this 
part of Alberta could have, for if 
they see that we can raise the wheat 
in a dry year, they will be convinced 
of the farming possibilities when con: 
ditions are normal. 


THE COAL SITUATION 

j -- 

“Saturday Night” in discussing the 
present coal situation and the seem¬ 
ing inactivity of the officials supposed¬ 
ly in charge thereof, brings out a good 
point in suggesting that the govern¬ 
ment should undertake to buy the out¬ 
put of the mines so that they will to 
kept at work and the winter’s supply 
assured. The government could then 
sell to the general public as required. 

The suggestion is well worth while 
and one worthy of serious consider¬ 
ation. Consider the agitation there 
has been to get people to buy their 
winter’s fuel supply all at once and 
then think at how few people can un¬ 
dertake the financing of it. The aver¬ 
age person can not tie up over two 
hundred dollars in coal for three or 
four months. He probably w’ants his 
money in his business; it is more than 
he can afford. And yet, is the person 
who ha s not thg ^rherewithal, to be de¬ 
prived of the fuel for winter wants? 


What about Christmas pnd the local 
soldier boys; are we going to remem¬ 
ber therfl as we ought to by doing all 
possible to make their Yule tide as 
bright and happy as possible? 

Although it may seem a far cry 
from today to Christmas, it is none 
too early for some activity to be com¬ 
menced if the boys are to be remember 
ed. For two years there has been an 
“Advocate” fund for the local boys in 
the trenches, but we feel that the mat¬ 
ter could be more advantageously 
handled by some Society in which 
there is general interest. The “Ad¬ 
vocate” fund did admirably, furnish¬ 
ing cigarettes to as many boys as pos¬ 
sible, but it was necessarily limited 
in scope. What is required is the ac¬ 
tive agency of a number of people 
who are willing to devote time to the 
collection of money and comforts. The 
“Advocate could not go beyond the 
publicity afforded through its columns. 

If any society, patriotic or other¬ 
wise will undertake the work this year 
the “Advocate” will be glad to give 
freely as much space as possible for 
the sake of the boys. It is the least 
any of us can do to see that the boys 
are reminded of home and friends, and 
we are neglectful of our duty toward 
them if we fail to remember them at 
Christmas time. Let us do something 
as soon as possible. 


TWO WAYS OF DOING 
THE SAME THING 

In drawing any comparison between 
the Allied drive and the recent Ger¬ 
man advance, one is struck by the ab¬ 
sence in the former of any signs of 
boasting. They were not lacking in 
that department, and the kaiser fig¬ 
ured as the greatest press agent they 
had. Almost every day there was 
something from him about certain 
victory brought about by skilled 
leadership in league with the German 
Gott. 

With the Allies it is different. There 
is no vainglory and no boasting. In¬ 
stead the place of these is taken by a 
stern determination to drive as far as 
possible the wedge into the already 
tottering tower of militarism. And 
the Allies are getting there just the 
same. Battles are not won by words, 
and although the kaiser has thrown 
a lot of those in to help his people on¬ 
to a realization of victory they avail 
little against the comparatively silent, 
but set determination of the Allied 
armies. The kaiser was bent on tell¬ 
ing the world what he would do, the 
Allies go ahead and do things and then 
tell us what they have done. 


People living in the towns along 
the Rhine are going to ask the Ger¬ 
man government to reach an agree¬ 
ment with the Allies in order that 
both sides shall abstain from air 
raids. These people are no doubt rea¬ 
lizing that it is possible to have too 
much of a good thing.

Not long ago a large 
party of Americans visited Canada to 
investigate the work which is being 
done for our returned men and writ¬ 
ing in the August issue of the World’s 
Work Mr. Thomas Gregory gives a, 
complete analysis of what the differ¬ 
ent warring nations have done along 
this line and concludes as follows:— 
“Canada has come nearer to working 
out a complete and unified scheme for 
the care of the war cripple than has 
any of the other countries engaged in 
fighting Germany. . . .Canadas conclu¬ 
sions as to the war cripple, therefore, 
should be the best lamp-post for our 
guidance.” 

Joyce Kilmer, whose name is so 
familiar to readers of American maga 
zines as a writer of excellent verse 
and prose, went to France with one of 
.the first American contingents and his 
death in action is now announced. 
Even before the entrance of America 
into the war there was heavy toll of 
that countries literary men. 'Alan 
Seeger, who died with the French For¬ 
eign Legion in the first days of the 
Somme battle of 1916, was a great 
loss. The day following Kilmers 
death, Elsa Barker paid a poetical 
tribute to him, one verse of which ran 
as follows: 

His youth and self forgotten 
When the Great Summons came 
He knew the soldiers purpose 
More that the poets fame. 

Does he know today a thousand 
throats 

Choke as they speak his name?

IRRIGATION WORK 

One of the important resolutions ad¬ 
opted by the Western Canada Irriga¬ 
tion Association at its convention at 
Nelson in July urged the Dominion 
Government to carry on at once sur¬ 
veys and investigation so as to pro¬ 
vide information as to the possibility 
and the probable cost of carrying ir¬ 
rigation water to as great u number 
of farmers as possible in the districts 
that can be uu.rpiie i from liic propos¬ 
ed d.vision of the Oldman River. ' 

That these investigations will at 
once be procW&ed with is the state¬ 
ment just made by Mr. E. F. Drake, 
Superintendent of Irrigation, Ottawa. 
Mr. Drake advises that it has been 
decided to proceed at onoe to make 
partial field investigations and office 
study in connection with this' matter 


for the purpose of determing the fea¬ 
sibility and approximate coat of ex¬ 
tending this irrigation project 

The outstanding success of irriga¬ 
tion in Southern Alberta this year, in 
a season when other crops have suff¬ 
ered for lack of moisture, has empha¬ 
sized its value and the development of-| 
the areas referred to will extend, the 
advantages of irrigation to another 
considerable section of agricultural 
land in Southern Alberta.

A LETTER FROM THE FRONT 

• (From The Times, High River) 

A personal letter from the front has 
been received here from Edouard d’ 
Arrippe to one of his friends and con¬ 
tains some interesting news regarding 
the war and its present outlook as 
viewed from the.soldiers first hand 
impressions, From it we quote the 
following: “What do you think of the 
war at the present time ? As for me 
I think it is the beginning of the end. 
Austria is already finished and Ger¬ 
many now it not very far from it. We 
are only awaiting the coming of the 
Americans, and already they are here 
in awful big numbers and you would 
hardly believe how many are now 
here. They say there are over a mil¬ 
lion of them, nobody knows, but they 
are all over the front, and that is a 
faet, and fighting with every French 


officer if they can. At first when we 
heard of them, they had sifth great 
things to do and were going to do so 
much, that we didn’t believe in it, and 
we said it was a “bluff” from Ameri¬ 
ca, but et the present time we see and 
know they are here. The Red Cross 
have simply invaded France and they 
are in every town. The soldiers are 
coming and the more you see coming 
the more you see still coming. They 
never seem to quit coming. So it is 
with the Aeroplane boys and so with 
all departments. If you boys from 
High River don’t hurry up you simply 
will be too late to go to Berlin. Now 
about the character of those Yankees. 
They are very poor soldiers for-march 
ing, it is.true, but they have net been 
drilled for this' like' theolder sold¬ 
iers, but we don’t want them for this 
purpose. They are not here for a 
show purpose, but to fight the Ger¬ 
mans. Nnmbers of them were at the 
battle of Kamel Hill on the 27th of 
March.' They were excellent soldiers, 
just fresh troops, and full of fire and 
flames. They had to retire, it is true, 
but they won’t go back and just stand- 
there and not refire until they absolut 
ely had to do so. The English, at the 
present time are very poor soldiers, 
were very good in 19X6 but now are 
getting tired of it and when they see 
the Germans coming in great numbers 
they can’t stand it any more, and the 
colonial troops have to hold them up 
at the present time. I guess if they 
could win a victory in some way or 
another, it would give them new cou¬ 
rage. The Yankees are scared of noth 
ing and the English soldiers say them¬ 
selves that the French soldiers are 
splendid. At the present time I am 
about eight miles from the Belgium 
front and the shells from the German 
heavy artillery are falling not very 
far away. Their Aeroplanes are also 
giving us visits two or three times 
a day, but we don’t care, we are used 
to it and would rather live close to the 
front than far away from it. In 
France bread is getting "very scarce 
and co is tobacco and this is hard to 
get. The soldiers are faring very well 
but the population is having a hard

The new restrictions, 
the expirations specifically noted be¬ 
low, are now effective, prohibit the use 
of mo ra than two pounds of sugar for 
every njney meals served in public 
eatingTplaces, except in the case of 
soda fountains or ice cream parlors. 
The use of sugar in the latter estab¬ 
lishments is already Under regulation, 
and in addition, after September 30, 
such establishments will not be per¬ 
mitted to use more than 25 per cent, 
of the average monthly amount of 
sugar used during.the year 1917. 

Manufacturers of biscuits, fruit cake 
pound cake, layer cake, wine cake, 
sponge, or any like product must not 
use more than 40 pounds of sugar to 
100 pounds of flour and of this amount 
50 per cent must be yellow or brown 
sugar. In the manufacture of sweet 
dough products and pastry only eight 
pounds of sugar (half of which must 
be yellow or brown) may legally be 
used to 100 pounds of flour. Not more 
than 40 per cent of sugar may be 
used in the manufacture of coeoanut 
macaroons. Not more than 60 pounds 
of sugar may be used to 60 pounds 
of marshmallow. In the manufacture 
of bread and bread, rolls only one-half 
pound of sugar mdy be used to 100 
pounds of flour, amTgU of this amount 
must be yellowfor brawn sugar. 

Manufacturers of <raKdy, chocolate, 
solid chocolate products, cocoa, cocoa 
products, chewing gum, dessicated 
coeoanut or tobacco are limited to 50 
per cent of their monthly consump¬ 
tion of sugar during the year 1917. ■7'

He admitted his part in aiding in

He is after prison reform in Canada 
and if half what he told is true, we 
need prison reform. The prisons of 
Canada should not be places to make 
bad men worse, but should be the 
means of making them realize their 
wrong doing and when their time is 
up, go out with a determination to 
become better citizens *nd make good 
among their fellow men. 

“Better conditions in the prisons,” 
he said, “will mean that those who are 
unfortunate enough to fall, will come 
out better men.” Young boys should 
be put by themselves and treated as 
boys, and not put in with experienced 
cracksmen, thus learning the profes¬ 
sion of blowing safes.
